vntill Bidſomer 15 8 2. J had ſome trouble foz the hur⸗ 
ting of a Gentleman of the Temple, In which action J 
was ſo. diſgraced and oppꝛeſſed by two great men (to 
whome J haue of late beene beholden) that J neuer had 
contented thought fince.. There began my milkoꝛtune, 
here followeth my wofull fall. .

Parry neuertheleſſe perſiſtep ſtill in his rage and fonde 
ſpeach and ragingly there ſayd, he there ſũmoned Queen 
Elxabeth to anſmere fo2 his blood befoxe God: wherwith, 
the Lieutenant ofthe Tower wan cãmaunded to take him 


trom the barte: and head; And hon his veparcure/the 


people ſtriken as it wert at heart with che bazrour of big 
intended enter pꝛiſe, ceaſen not, but purlurd him with nut⸗ 
cryes, as, Away with the Traitour, away with him, e ſuch 
nie: whereupon he was cunueytu da che Barge, to paſte

fo the Tower againe by water: and the Court was ab- 
toned, 

After which, vpon the ſecond dap ofthis inſtant March, 
William Parry was by vertue of pꝛoceſſe in that behalfea- 
warded fromthe ſame Commiſſioners ol Dyer and Ter⸗ 
miner, deliuered by the Lieutenant of the Tower early in 
the moning, vnto the Sheriffes of London and Piddle⸗ 
ſex, who receiued him at the Tower hill, and thereupon, 
accoꝛding ta the iudgement, cauled him there to be foozth⸗ 
with ſet on the hurdell, From whence hee was dꝛawen 
thereupon thꝛough the middeſt ofthe Citie of London, vn- 
tothe place fo his execution in the Pallace at Meſtmin⸗ 
ſter : where, hauing long time of ſtay admitted vnto him 
befoze his execution, he moſt malictoufly and impudently, 
after ſome other vapne diſcourſes eftſoones and often de⸗ 
liuered in ſpeach, that he was neuer gyltie of any intention 
to kill Queene Elizabeth, and ſo (without any requeſt 
made by him to the people to pꝛay to God foꝛ him, oz pzap« 
er publiquely vſed by himſelfe fo: ought that appeared: 
but ſuch as he vſed,if he vſed any, was pꝛiuate to himſelfe) 
he was executed accoꝛding to the iudgement. And nowe 
fo2 his intent, howe ſo euer hee pꝛetended the contrary in 
woꝛds, vet by theſe his owne wꝛitings, confeſſions letters, 
and many other pzoofes afoze here expꝛeſſed, it is moſt 
manifeſt to all perſons, howe horrible his intentions and 
Treaſons were, and how iintly he ſuffered fo2 the ſame: and 
thereby greatly to be doubted, that as he had liued a long 
time vainely and vngodly , and like an Atheiſt and godleſſe 
man, ſo hee continued the ſame courſe till his 15 1 to the 
outwarde ſight of men.

bs humour, hath often both in his 
DS 'S confeſſion, and letters, pꝛetended 
8 ſome great and grieuous cauſes 
N of diſcontentment againſt her 
15 Paieſtie, and the pꝛeſent ſtate: 
t chall not bee impertinent, fo} 
| better ſatiſfaction of al perſons, 
to ſet roxth ampli and truelp, the condition and qualitie 
of the man, what he was by birth and education, and in 
what courſe of life he had liued. 

This vile aud trayterous wꝛetch was one ofthe pon⸗ 
ger ſonnes of apoozeman, called Harm ap Daxid: hee 


dwelledin Nozthwales in alitle village called Northoppe, 


in the Cofity of Flint: there he kept a common ale houſe, 
which was the beſt and greateſt ſtay of his lining, In 
 thathouſe was this Traptour bozne, his mother was the 

reputed daughter of one Comnay a Pꝛieſt, Parſon of a 
poore Partſh called ay» in the ſame councie of Flint: 
his eldeſt bzother dwellech at this pꝛeſent in the ſame 
houſe, and there keepeth an alehouſe as his father did be: 
fore him. This traytour in his childehood ſo ſoone as hee 
had learned a litle to wʒite and read, was put to ſerue a 
pooze man dwelling in Cheſter, named John Fiber, who 
p2ofeſſed to haue ſome ſmall ſkill c vnderſtanding in the 
law. Mich him he continued diuers peres, and ſerued as a 


Clerke, to wiite ſuch things, as in that trade which his 


maſter vſed, he was appoynted. During this time, he lear- 


ned the Engliſh tongue, and at ſuch times ok leaſure, as 
the pooze man his maſter had no occaſion otherwiſe - 
vie 
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vſe him, he was ſuffered to goe to the grammer Drhole, 
where he got ſome litle vnderſtanding inÞ Latin tongue. 
In this his childhood, he was noted by ſuch as beſt knew 
him, to be of a moſt villanous & dangerous nature and dil⸗ 
poſition. Oe did often runne awap from his maſter, and 
was often taken c bꝛought to him againe. Mis maſter, to 
coxrect his peruerſe and frowarde conditions, did many 
times ſhut him as pꝛpſoner in ſome claſe place of his 
houſe, many times cauſed him to be chapned, locked, & 
clogged, to ſtay his running away. Pet all was in vapne: 
fox about the thirde veere of her Maieſties raigne, foz his 
laſt fare wel to his pooze maſter he ranne away from him, 
and came to London to ſeeke his aduentures. Mer was 
then conftrapned to ſeeke what trade he coulde to liue by, 
and to get meate and dꝛinke foꝛ his bellie, and clothes fo 
his backe. Dis good happe in the ende was to be entertai⸗ 
ned in place of ſeruice aboue his deſert, where hee ſtayed 
not long, but ſhifted himſelfe diuers times from ſeruice 
to ſeruice, and from one matter to another. Nowe he be⸗ 
gan to foꝛget his olde home, his birth, his education, his 
parents, his friendes, his owne name, and what he was; 
He aſpired to greater matters, he challenged the name e 
title ot a great gentleman, he vanted himſfelfe to be of kin 
and alied to noble and wozſhipfull, hee left his olde name 
which he did beare, & was cõmonly called by in his child⸗ 
hood, and during all the time ok his aboad in the countrep, 
which was lam ap Harry(as the maner in Wales is.) 
And becauſe he would ſeemeto be in deede the man which 
he pꝛetended, hee tooke vpon him the name of Parr, be: 
ing the ſyꝛname ol diuers gentlemen ot great woꝛſhip, and 
hautour, And becauſe his mothers name by her father a 
imple pꝛieſt, was Coway De pretended kinredto the fa⸗ 
milie of Sir John Comray, ꝶ ſo therby made himſelfeof kin 
to S. Neuil. Being thus ſet forth with his nem name 
and newe title of gentleman, and commended by ſome of 
his good fauourers, he matched himlelfe in mariage with 
F li. a widowe 
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a widowe in Southwales, who bꝛought him ſome reaſo⸗ 
nable poztion of wealth, She lined with him but a ſhoꝛt 


time, and the wealth he had with her laſted not long: it was 
ſoone conſumed with his diſſolute and waſtfull maner of 
life, e was then dꝛiuen to his wonted ſhiſts, his creditoꝛs 


were many, the debt which he owed, great, he had nothing 


wherewith to make payment, he was continually purſued 


by Serieants and Officers to arreſt him, he did often by 


lleightes and ſhifteseſcape from them, In this his needy 
and pooze eſtate, he ſought to repaire himſelfe againe by a 
newe match in mariage wich another widowe, which be⸗ 
foze was the wife ol one Richard Hey wood. This matter 
was ſo earneſtly followen by himſelfe, and ſo effectually 
commendedby his friends and kauourers that the ſilly wo⸗ 
man peelded to take him to huſband: a match in euery rec: 
ſpect very vnequall and vnfit: her wealth and peerely liue⸗ 
lihood was very great, his pooze and baſe eſtate wozſe 
then nothing, he very yong, ſhe of ſuch age, as fox peeres 
the might haue bene his mother. When hee had thus pol⸗ 
ſeſſedhimlelfe ot his newe wiues wealth, he omitted no: 
thing that might ſerue foz a pꝛodigall, diſſolute, and moſt 
vngodly courſe of lite. Dis rvot and exceſſe was vnmeaſit- 
rable, hee did moſt wickedly defloure his wines owne 


daughter, and ſundzp wayes pitifully abuſe the olde mo⸗ 


ther: He cariedhimſelfe fo2 his outwarde poꝛt ad counte⸗ 
nance (ſo long as his olde wines bagges laſted) in ſuch 
ſot, as might well haue ſuffiſed fox a man of very good 
hauiour and degree. But this laſted not long, his pꝛoude 
heart and waſtfull hande had ſoone powꝛed out olde Hey- 
woods wealth, Pe then fell againe to his wonted ſhift 1

caſe requireth He ſtanding thus conuicted, her Maieſtie 
of her molt gracious clemencie, and pitifull diſpoſition, 
tooke tompaſſion vpon him, pardoned his offence,and gaue 
him his like, which by the Lawe and due courſe of Juſtice 
hee ought then to haue loſf, After this hee taried not long, 
but pꝛetending ſome cauſes of diſcontentment, departed 
the Realme,and traueiled beyonde the ſeas, Howe hee de⸗ 
meaned himſelfe there from time to time, and with whom 
he conuerſed, is partly in his owne confeſſion. touched be:
